BOARD OF ALDERMEN. 



Aid. Ledingham Claims the Besoln- 
tlon Eeseindlng: Sewer Work by 
Day Labor Illegal. 

Important Amendment in Regard to 
Sewer Conneetlous— Discussinfi: 
tlio Water Commissioner. 

All tho members of the city council were 
present at the meeting last evening, with 
the single exception of Aid. Vigelius. 

Harrison & Walkley asked for $177, 
whioh they olaim na balance of their Maolure 
sewer oontraob. Referred to tho committee. 
i G. Meshor, who explained he had not suf- 
fioient notice to be present &t the last pound 
do^mlttee meeting to make his complaints 
ageinat the poundkeeper, was granted an 
opportunity to attend the - next .tneeting, of 
whioh dtie notice will be sent icAm, ' ' 

W. J, Maodonald and F. B, Pemborton 
called attention to men cutting down shade 
treea on Foul Bay road. The communica- 
tion wag referred to the street committee 
to act. 

Ai.i). MtJXK thought in this connection 
that steps should bs taken to prevent people 
aliowint; trees in their gardens to overhang 
the sidewalk, to the publio inconvenience. 

C. E. Renouf, secretary of the agricultural 
Bssociatiou, aoknowledgtjd receipt of the pro- 
ceeds of the $25,000 agricultural loan by- 
law— §21,191 8."? now being ia the hands of 
tho council. Tho society however were by 
the by-law to have had the snm for* whioh 
the debentures were sold and did not con-. 
template Buoha large stim would be deducted 
for advertisiDg, etp. .Xbe debentures realized 
$24,890, and the aBBOolat(OQ>conBii]ered that 
the whole amount should be used to pay the 
debts of the. association. Referred to tho 
finance oommittoe for a report, 

Joshua Davies, president of tho Jubilee 
hospital, asked for the use of tho city's in- 
feotiouB hospital Uundry to disinfect cloth- 
ing, and 8upg':!Bted tho ercolion of a steam 
disinfector and a laundry on the infectious 
diseases hospital grounds for the conven- 
ience of both hospitals. L >id on the table. 

The City lUrristers intimated that Mr. 
DtCosmob' appliciition for an injunction 
gufcil I'iO oity on account of the telephone 
poles had been decided in favor of the city. 
Filed. 

Tho City Auditor reported that Vancou- 
ver oity hud not poid their proportion for 
the keep of lepers ot D.>roey iolauil for two 
riuartora. A copy of the letter was ordered 
to bo sent to the Vancouver authorities. 

K. Mohun again called attention to his 
claim agtkinsr the cily for sewerage deeigos. 
Laid on the table. 

J. F. Chondlor atked that immediate con- 
sideration be given his claim to have the 
amount of water restored to tho Colquitz 
Btroam from Elk lake, taken awoy when the 
IG-inch main was laid. Received and filed. 

The City fiJngincer estimated tho coat of 
the extension of the Douglas street sewer to 
the North Ward school aa follows : Excava- 
tion, $5,500; pipe, S;l,500. Total, $7«(»00. . 

The City Treasurer reported that the 
$'2U,000 inaurance on 'the exhibition building 
had expired, and aeked for inatructiona. 
Referred to the finance committee to report. 

Thomas Precco submitted plans for filters 
for the waterworks. Laid on the table. 

Tenders for post holes were received from 
Coughlan & Mayo, David Van Stone, R. 
Soholefield, John Gray, H H. McDonald, 
Williams & Fullerton, G. S. Power and 
Peter Nolson. Referred to the eleotrio 
light committee to award to lowest tenderer 
complying with the specifications. 

Tenders for the Douglas street sewer ex- 
tennion were as follows : Couehlan h Mayo, 
$■1,713 10; McGregor & Jeeves, S4,357 59 ; 
H. H. Maodonald, $4,'414 4l ' Geo. Glover

Aj.i>. LiCDi-NiiHAM — W'a (.re procoeding 
illegally in thia mattir and are violating 
section 8S. Wo pusaed a motion that at 
least a part of this work should be done by 
day work, and then Aid. Vigelius' resolution 
rescinding that was pusaod last Tuesday. 
The- last reaolutioii was paaaed without tho 
notico being potted for 12! hours beforehnnd 
OS provided by section SS of tlie city act. 
AVhy should an aMerinnn obstruct the work? 
Tho oity at a w hole wautod to aeo it done by 
day work and tho beat interoats of the oity 
studied better by the counoil. Uo man could 
carry out work chc.\per than our own com. 
miasinnur. A contraolor, if ho came short 
in his coutruct was not careful to leave the 
street in goud condition, in Sun Francisco 
last winter they conceived the idea of clean- 
ing the streets by day work, and it was 
found more satisfactory than upon tho old 
contract plan. Tho money from day work 
would circulate bottor and tho work would 
be done cheaper. (Applause from the audi- 
ence. } It had been claimed that it was ille- 
gal to do the work by day work, but no ono 
could point to any provision that demanded 
the work to be done by oontraot. He asked 
for a ruling. 

His WoRSHii'— It is a very important 
matter and requires tu be looked into. I 
will look into it as early as possibio and let 
tho oouocil know. 

Ali>. Bakku, on a point of order, held 
that there waa no notice given for tho very 
motion in favor of day work that Aid. 
Ledingham was advocating. 

His WOR.SUU' would look into both quea- 
tiona and the matter was therefore laid over. 

Ald. Humfbbey moved that the oleotlon 
for Bohool truatee be held In tbe market 
building on the SOtb inatant. Carried. 

Ald: Hn.uPiiREY moved that J. L. Ray- 
mur bo appointed water oommiasioner. He 
had left the salary blank Bo that the oouncil 
could do.iide. 

Hi.s Wonsi'ii' hero remarked that the 
clerk hud infiuiiied liiiii tile notice had been 
tiktnporod with on the bulletin board, some- 
one ponoilliog in $3 as the salary to be paid. 

Ar.i). DwYBB spoke ia Bupport of the 
motion, 

Ald. Styles, though not for a moment 
reflecting on the auditor, thought it strange 
that he should be put in another position 
whore he would be auditor of his own re- 
ports. He believed tho water collector, Mr. 
Partridge, had^ been overlooked in the 
matter. Ho would fill tho positiou well, 
and the alderman couaidering that a good 
officer should bo supported, moved in 



amendment that Mr. .Partridge . be ap. 
pointed. . ' ■ > '' •'• ■ ' ■ 

Ald. HbMPHBEY explained that'aa far aa 
the auditor went, no money passed through 
the water oommiaaioner'a handa. : / . 

Ald, Dwyeb said that the anditor would 
do beat, aa the poaition required a man who 
would be at his offioe.ail the time. The col- 
lector could not, ao if Mr. Partridge was ap- 
pointed another collector would be needed. 

Ald. LEDiNiiitAM took a similar view. 

Ald. Bakeh believed Mr. Partridge 
should bo given the chanco for promotion. 

Some further discussion went on till Aid. 
Munn said he did not see how the servioo 
could be improved by any proposition made. 
The commissioner had to be a practical and 
scientific man, who would be able to give a 
pure and wholesome supply of v^atcr. Un- 
less prepared tu do something bettor than 
proposed, they had better leave things 
alone. It would be a strange thing to de- 
poae Mr. Wilmot, and yet tliey would have 
to put him in charge of the survey and 
mechanical part. He moved, therefore, to 
rescind tho resolution dispensing with Mr. 
Wilmot as water commissioner. 

Ald, Hauuis thought a chauge was 
necessary, as it was imposniblo for the en- 
(,'ineor to collect tho outstanding accounts. 
Uo would like to see tho motion laid over 
for a week however. 

Ald Lkdinciia.m held that in justice to 
Mr. Wihnot be should be relieved of the 
oflico, as he had not time to attend to it. 

Ald. Keith- Wimon would oppose the 
motion, as ho did not believe in spending 
the $150,000 except under akilled superin- 
tendence. If Mr. ^Vilmot was not satiefac 
tory let them get some ono else, but ho did 
not believe in u mere practical man handling 
the work. It would be e.11 right if thoy 
made Mr. Raymur a sort of deputy to Mr. 
Wilmot. The matter was finally laid over. 
' Aid. Mann's motion, already published, 
to have the fences enoroaohing on the Craig- 
flower road moved baok was carried, as was 
also Ald;'Ledingham's motion to have the 
pigs kept in the bni^diog complained of on 
Johnson afreet removed. . 

Ald. Munn's motion to have the tram- 
way, the gas company and the water com- 
missioner get their street work done in per- 
manent shape in the event of the oity want- 
ing to p«ve the streets, was carried. 

The finance committee's recommendation 
for appropriations of $6,040 81 were adopted 
as also one of $28,691 out of the eleotrio light 
fund. 

Tho School Board's requisitions for $190 
for an asphalt pavement at the South Ward 
school and $490 for other purposes were 
adopted. 

The sewerage committee reported re Mr. 
Mohun's demand for sewerage designs that 
Mr. Mohun had no claim. Also on tho 
branch basement sewer extensions, as passed 
at tho last meeting of the commissioners. 

A number of letters were read from C. A. 
Holland, W. J. Pendray and others pro- 
testing against basement e.xcavations for 
sewer conneciions 

Ald, Keitu-Wilson' moved that all 
cellars be oonneoted. Where there are no 
cellars eottueotions must bo made to the 
satisfaotlbn of the owner or owners of lots. 
Where no owner gives instructions connec- 
tions must be made in as reasonable a man- 
ner as possible — i.e., by sloping or direct 
oonneotion from the surfaca. Where the 
main sewer is laid on one side of the street, 
oonneotions must be made so that they can 
be properly adjusted— i.e., that long cob- 
neotions will nbii have to paytmora than the 
short oonnectlonB, in other words both aides 
of a street to pay as If the sewers were laid 
in the street centre. Carried. 

The special committee reported police 
clothing contraota to have been awarded as 
follows: Chief's clothing, $36 50; officers'^ 
clothing, $32, to Thomas & Grant ; snita for 
other members, $28, to Walter D. Kinnaird. 
Shoes at $6 per pair to H. Mansell — to be 
supplied by October 31. 

The City Barristers reported thot the land 
in dispute on the Craigflower road at Rev. 
Mr. Ellison's had been in public use for over 
forty years and the public had acquired it 
by use. 

Ald Styles wanted Mr. Ellison notified 
to remove tho fence. 

Ald. Keith Wii-son called tho attention 
of the council to tho fact that thoy had been 
receiving taxes for the laud for a number of 
years paat, and therefore there was Boroe- 
thing to say on the other side. 

The matter was left over and the council 
adjourned. 



FRANCE m MADAGASCAR. 



Arrangements for Active Operations 
Against tlie Natives— Troops 
and Warsbips Moving. 

Aim ot the French to Secure Control 
of the Mozambique 
GlianneL 



LoKDON, Sept. 24. — The Paris correapond- 
ent of the Central News telegraphs that tho 
French ministers of war and marine aro 
actively preparing for tho beginning of 
operations against Madagaecar, with the pur- 
pose of maintaining the French authority. 
It is givon out that it is tho intention of 
Fronoe to increase tho number of warships 
on tho coast of Madagascar to twelve and 
also dispatoh two battalions eaoli of the 
Zouaves and Foreign Legion almost immedi- 
ately. In addition to this force a battalion 
of African infantry, a brigade of marines 
and possibly two regiments of Tonquinese 
sharpshooters, will be sent to support the 
reinforcing detail. 

Paris, Sept. 24 — Mail advices from Mad- 
agascar, dated August 21, say that the 
French are erecting fort works at Diego 
and Suarez, outside the French reservation, 
and are a)so ocoupying several points on 
the coast to the southward. Their aim ap- 
parently is to seotire control of the Moz- 
ambique channel.' The Lova government 
complained also of aots of aggreasion on the 
part of Ihe Frenob, which they assert are 
designed with a view of tnottiag hostilities.

Tiie Cnrrau .Bridge' Oaserr- Judge Bur- 
bldge'Sf Outspoken Condemnation 
of Contractor St Louis. 



Destructive Sraasli Up on the Line of 
the C P. II.-A Cattle Train 
Derailed, 



(From our ovni Corre8DOnaont.l 
Ottawa, Sept. 24.— Mr. Justice Burbidge 
gave judgment in the Exchequer court to- 
day, dismissing the case of contractor St. 
Louis, of Montreal, for his claim for $63,642 
against the Crown, for labor and stone sap- 
plied in connection with the Curran bridge. 
The total amount of the suppliant's claim 
was $284,192, upon which he had been paid 
§220,550. Justice Burbidge in giving judg- 
ment spoke strongly against Mr. 
St. Louis for having destroyed his 
books, and said that tho only presumpticn 
was that should they have been produced 
they would not justify the accounts now 
presented which wore falae accounts. It 
waa rather to thio than to idling on the part 
of the workmen that the judge attributed 
the excessive cost of the work. The de- 
cision, therefore, was that the ease be dis- 
missed with coats. Tho counter cla'::: by 
the government to recover moneys alleged 
to be overpaid to St. Louis was struck out 
with costs against the government. This 
does not prejudice the caBe as far as the 
Crown ia concerned, as farther action can 
and will be taken. 

A cow on the track created a tremendous 
amashup on the 0. F.-B. on Uritaonia Bay, 
six miles west of Ottawa, this morning. A 
special stock train from the North»i safe com- 
posed of about ' twenty<five oars filled with 
over 300 head of cattle from the Northwest 
bound for the English stock market, was 
derailed and seventeen animals were killed 
and four had to be slaughtered, The traok 
took twelve hours to clear.

What Will They Do With the Shackltes V- 
CltT Solicitor Htuumersley Again On 
the Back. 

Vancouver, Sept. 24,— (Special)— Aid. 
Queen at the council to-night said that at 
the next meeting he would move that City 
Solicitor Hamrnersley be notified that after 
30 days his services would be required no 
longer. Aid. Queen alleges neglect of the 
city's business, etc. 

Sir. Macaulay, waterworks foreman, has 
died of cancer of the stomach. The oity 
showed its regard for him by allowing bis 
salary to go on during bis illness and at his 
death to formally set aside a plot in the 
cemetery as the last resting place of a valued 
aad trusted servant of the city. The funeral 
will be conducted by the Knights of Pytbias. 

There was a big pow-wow at the council 
to.night as to whether the police be nent to 
protect Mr. Spring in tearing down the fore- 
shore ahaoks. Mr. Hamrnersley, govern- 
ment agent, acknowledged that it was owing 
to tho alleged high charge of the sheriff that 
the matter was taken out of bis bands. 
Most of the aldermen objected to the city 
police being sent to help Mr. Hammersley 
out. It waa finally decided to leave the 
matter to the discretion of the Mayor. Mr. 
Springi it appsarsi only offered money to 
the shaok owners as a means ot getting 
their names for the purpose of serving writs. 
He is in such bad odor' with the f'Bhaokit<>8 
feiiat it will take both the looal companies of 
B.C B.G.A. to protect him. 

Captain Westcrland ia serionsly ill at the 
oity hospital with typhoid fever. 

The first appointment by ballot occurred 
to-night at the oouncil, when Mr. Kinkum 
was elected asBeBsor over thirteen competi- 
tors, beating J.,G. Cargill on the fifth bal- 
lot by one vote.

GALSWORTHY'S STATEMENT, 

Kediatidn Between Cliina and Japau 
Firmly Declined by tlie 
Latter.

LoNiJi'N, Sept. 24, — ThaContrftl Nowa has 
inforinaiioD that Captain Galsworthy, com- 
mander of tho UhinoBO transport Kow Shiog, 
has stated under oath that the charter of 
the Kow Shiog to the Cbinese government 
contained a slanse to be kept secret, that in 
the event of a hoatile move against the ehip 
by the Japaneea tho Kow Shim; ahould bo 
regarded %s Chinese property. 

San Fbanoisoo, Sept. 24.— Ibe ateamer 
City of Rio de Janeiro arrived from the 
Orient shortly before o'olook this morning 
brini^ing Chinese advices np to Au(;ui3t 29. 
»nd Japanese up to September 9 Tho 
British and Ruaaian minidtcrB at Peking 
lately met Li Hung Chang and oflfered to 
mediate for an armistice, as if the Chincso, 
which he had maesed with ao much troubto 
at Heijo were defeated it would bo a grout 
disgrace to China. Li Hung Chang, who 
had boen frightened by the defeats at Fung 
(Tao and Gazui, and had secretly been 
hoping for mediation, eagerly seized this 
opportunity and reqaested the two minis- 
tere to mediate. The ministers then made 
the same proposal to the Japanese govern 
ment whloh firmly declined, as it hud on 
tered upon the war with great determina 
tion and was not to be turned away by such 
a moposal. 

The defences of Moukden, the home of the 
Talng dynasty, are being strengthened. The 
garrison has been reinforced by 8,000 
trained troops. It was rumored some timo 
ago, aays a Jupaneso journal, that Chang 
TseTung and others were going to impeach 
Li Hung Chung, but nothing hua resulted 
It ia even said that an appointment was 
made to deceive tho Peking government, 
"That government," continues tho paper 
" conaidered it moat inauapicioua that Li 
Hung Chang should declare war when tho 
Eropreaa dowuger wua about to celebrate her 
sixty-first birthday. The Emperor was 
especially angry, and threatened to humble 
the power of Tient Taion Yamon. Though 
the Emperor could easily have effijot 
ed thia his councillors warned him 
that in caao ho did the viceroy 
might do tho country infinite harm by 
allying hiniBoll with the foreign ministers, 
and advised him to appoint an impeachmen 
committee to keep him in subjection. The 
Emperor, who is afraid of the foreign min 
isters, reconsidered hia resolution. Li Hung 
Chang, who has got scent of this change on 
the Empeior'a part, communicated with 
Chang Tse Tung, who was reported to be 
hostile to himBelt, so that Chang begged pur- 
mission to form a commission. 
, The reason of Chang's consent to become 
lii Hung Chang's accuser at the latter's re 
quest, is that he poasessea the largest iron 
mannfaocory in China, but being short of 
money, and the works being threatened 
with ruin, he means to set them at work 
again through the Viceroy's assistance. 
The Peking government, ignorant of all this 
conspiracy, has already given, 2,500,000 
taels toward war expenses, and will even 
abolish the Empress Dowager's oelebration 
to defray the cost of the war. 

A Seoul correspondent announces that 
everything is quiet in the capita), but great 
scarcity of various articles is experienced as 
a consequence of inaufGcient communication 
with other towns. Marquis Saionji, Japan 
eae imperial ambassador, has been paying 
daily visits to the Korean court. Enter 
tainmenta have been given and returned by 
the Koreans and Japanese. 

A letter Has been received at Toklo stat- 
ing that the rumored murder of over .500 
Japanese engaged in onmphor making at 
Taiwoon, Formosa, is beyond doubt true. 
Intelligence was brought to Nagasaki by one 
of the lU-fatod party, who hud a narrow es 
cape from sharing the death with hia csm, 
radca. The Japanese camphor gatherers 
were murdered by Chinese end all tho pro 
perty belonging to them waa appropriated 
by the assassins. The murdera are said to 
have occurred before the declaration of war 
between China and J^pan. 

The Asiah, the Japanese paper, says : We 
have already stated that a treaty with tho 
United States was in progress and was al 
most reaching completion. We hear now 
that it has been completed and the United 
States government has appointed by cable 
Mr. Dun, its minister in this country, as 
minister plenipotentiary for the ratification 
and exohange of ratification. ^ 

"We believe," remark's the China 6a' 
zitte, "that we are not premature in stating 
that formalities have been arranged and 
everything is out and dried for the comple 
tion of the new set of trading regulations be 
tween Great Britain and China, which we 
are assured will prove very advantageous to 
the former from a commercial point of view 
at least." 

The Mercury nays that it ia rumored in 
Ptrkin thct tho Kinporor has es-proeaod his 
desire to uersoually take charge of opera 
tions in KDrei and to leave tho thronu un

Japanese Geurrals Promise to Free 
Korea of Cbiuese Soldiery iu 
Two Short Months. 

Enssian Troops Cross the Border— 
Japau's Delirious Military EutLua- 
ittsm Well Illustrated. 

The New York World's special war oorrea- 
pondoDt in tlie Far T&Mt,. Mr. James Creel, 
man, writing from Xokio under date of the 
8th fatBtant, for forwarding by the etoamor 
Vlotoria, jmt arrived, says : 

" Jipan is in the wildest state of excite- 
ment aa the time for the bittle at Phyong- 
Vang approaches. General Count Amagata, 
who Buppreaeed the great Siteuma rebellion, 
has juBt sailed for the seat of war aa com- 
maader-in ohief. He deolarod to the mem- 
bers of hia escort that he would drive every 
Chinese soldier out of Korea within two 
months. The railways are crowded with 
excited troops on. their way to the front, 
and obeeting muUitudes are gathered at 
the • atatioQs. Kotbiog oan end this war 
but the defeat) of Japan or the surrender 
of Galna, unless the Czir interferes 
—and there is a well-defined rumor here 
that) Russian troops have already crossed 
the Tnmen river. An Ea(;Ushman wUo has 
ju3t arrived in Yokohama from Siberia says 
that a few diys ago he waa in Vladivostook, 
and that 20,0U0 troops wore concentrated on 
the border. Three thousand Coiaaeka had 
just marched to the ooaatand the oonimnnd- 
ing oiiicer declared that he could not under- 
stand the meaning of his orders. 

" It's beyond the power of Jiipin to tie 
claro peace now. The whole nation ia ou fire 
with military enthusiasm, and already the 
native proes ia talking about Iho conquoat of 
China and India. The rookleea conridunco 
of the French at the beftinEing of the war 
with Germany was modoaty iteelf com 
pared with the headlong madneaa 
of the Japanese leadcra at thia mo 
ment. Thoy aeom to iiavo no aense 
of proportion whatever. I am aat- 
iaStd that in the important battle 
DOW per ding, China will be defeated. Japan 
has eomolhing like 40,000 troopa at the 
front. She has also stroog garriaona at 
Fuaan and Geuaap, The ato:nd reporvea 
have been called out ond about -10,000 
additional aoldiora are now on their way 
to Korea or are awaitint; tranaportation. 
Whether the re-iuforcementa will land at 
the month of the Ta-tong river and march 
across to Phyong-yang, or will follow in the 
rear of the troops already in the field no one 
can find out. One thing is reasonably otr 
taiu — no engagement will oosur till General 
Amagata reaohes the Boene of war, aa the 
Cbiuese are avoiding the enemy and tbe 
Japanese troops will make no move till their 
•commauder-in-ohief and re inforoements ar- 
rive. 

" It is said here that China has a poorly- 
armed force of about 35,000 'green flag' 
or modern troops at Phyong-yang, and ia 
pouring in behind a horde of warriors with 
apeara, bowa and arrows and short sworda. 
The Japanese generals say that instead of 
fearing great numbers, they regard every 
additional mouth to feed in the ill-equipped 
Chinese camp as an advantage to Japan, 
eapecially as the rice aupply in North China 
ia scarce ond the yrand canal route from the 
Southern rico fiolda is blocked above Chin- 
kiong. All military expcrta here, both for- 
eign and native, agree that in the next battle 
the Chinese will be routed. The Koreans 
generally favor the Japanese, and the Tai- 
wcn-kun, who ia reigning in place of hia 
eon, the King of Korea, ia atirring up the 
native population to fight China. The re- 
port that the Korean court ia compelled by 
force to follow thn counaeia of the Mikado ia 
fttlae. 15oth the King and the Toi-wen-kan 
are heartily in favor of Japan and the pro- 
posed reform ayatem of Rovornment. Should 
the Chineae army retire befire the auperior 
force now facing it at Phyong-yang, the 
next move in the war will be to orm the 
Korean people from the arsenals of Japan, 
use them to garrison the northein frontier 
and then attack the Chineae oiast with a 
view to making a dash upon Peking. 

" The Japanese government Is suppreaaing 
all newa of the war und will allow no cam- 
munication with the army, although three 
days ago tbe foreign miniatera were informed 
that military attaches might go to the front. 
War correspondents are doing duty at the 
hotels in dress suits, and cursing the authori- 
ties for their heartless disregard of tbe neoea- 
Bitiea of journalism. In Tokio and Yoko- 
hama all is quiet, and a visitor would not 
'auspeot that a war was in progress. In the 
oountry all is delirium. Since the deolara- 
uon of war there have been no desertions 
from the Amy, save in the oase of three 
young fellows in Tokio, whose families were 
invited to stand by and see them shot, The 
government has over forty steam transports 
now in uae. No veasela are levied. Th(-y 
are bnughc outright, and about $.'!,U0O,U0O 
has already been spent on ahipa. i'he great 
need i;f the unny ia cavalry. There are few 
horata iu Jiipnu. l^ven the old nags have 
been taken from the atreot cars in Tokio to 
aupply the (jdicera In u hilly country the 
lack of horaea will be Borioualy felt. The 
infantry, however, ia iu nmgniticont condi- 
tioQ, and its equipment ia perfect. Kven 
the aorvauta hero ure contributing to the 
war fund, and I know of one caau in which 
a poor girl anid nil hi r clotheo and sent the 
money to the ivurniiient. 

" No one iiLud have ur;y doubt that in 
this (irat buttle J.ipan will Ija cuccnaeful. 
Her mnvementa are uwifr, secret and pre- 
clao. Her army ard navy ia omirely olli 
cered by nativea trained to the higheat 
degree oftlhoiency. She haa no foreigoera 
in her rauka, and wanta none. I am ro- 
quest^bd liy the government to aay that 
Japan wants no volunteers from other 
nations. She an free Korea without mer- 
cenaty troops, and all alieos who want to 
fight are raspeotfully referred to China, who 
needs them. 

" The result of thia policy ia to make it 
almost Impossible for the Cbineso command, 
era to ascertain the plana of the enemy, and 
Jiipan proposes to foroe the fighting, moBfl. 
ing her whole forces at one point, attacking 
immediately, and rapidly removing to. an- 
other point without allowing the Cninese to 
gut any worning. Tbe high atate of dla- 
cipline in the army and the speed and organ* 
izition of the navy will make thia poBBiblra 
The only thing the Jopaneee fear is that the 
Chineae will avoid lighting in order to pro- 
long the war and exhuuat Japan's ro- 
souroea, but the army will yrisj on from 
Pnyong-yang until the Chineae are oompollod 
to atand anu light or leave the high road to 
Peking open. If thn Chineae accept battle 
at Phyong-yang the fighting ought to begin 
within two noekn. 

"Just now lihoro ia no newa of any on- 
gagomonta except alight akirmiahea ; the 
Japaneao are trying to gauge the strength 
and ppaition of the enemy. Meanwhile the 
whole Japanese army ia being mobili/od and 
frcah tranaport faollitiea furniabod. There 
are aigna that Japan intends to land a groat 
foroe, poaaibly ^0,000 men, somewhere on 
the ChinoBo coast as soon as the fight at 
PhyoDg-yang is over, 

" Ihr. ambassador aeai by the Ulkado to 



the K'Qgof Korea hua been inatruotod to in- 
form the Htrmit Kingdom that Jipuu h.ii 
no deairo to win territory by ootquout, and 
th.»t ahe will bn ajlinHod if ane oan eptabliHh 
Korean indooendenco. The Mikado'a army 
will not lay down their arma while un armed 
Chinaman ia on Korean soil. Tbe Mikado 
has especially warned hia generals to./ pre- 
vent any breach of the law of civillzad na- 
tions on the battlefield." 



JOHN WHITE. 

Death of a former ^^presentatlve of Xaat 
Hutlngs In .tbe Dominion 
Farllamentt 

About four years ago John White, of Rob- 
lin, Ontario, where he had oarried on. an 
extensive manufacturing estabUahnent for 
a long time previously, camo to Britiah Col- 
umbia with the intention of settling, and 
made cxtonaivo oonneotiona in the lumber 
busincGs, securing also large property and 
other intereats in the neighborhood of Sid- 
ney. He was accustomed to make frequent 
viaits Uaat, whore bis family resido and 
whore ho had numoroua inveatmenta. Ho 
waa woU known in iho buainesa and social 
oirclea of Victoria, and indeed during hia 
brief rcaidence had achieved conaidorablo 
popularity. For aomo days hia familiar face 
haa been misaed from the atreot, though but 
few were acquainted with the ciuso until 
the sad news reached them that ho died yes- 
terday in the St. Joseph's hospital of peri- 
tonitia. John White waa born in Donegal, 
Ireland, in IS'i'.i, coming to Canada when 
quite a young man and aettling in the 
ciiunty of Haatinga. There ho married, in 
ISdG, Mise Esther Johnaon, (,f Roslin. For 
throe years ho waa r^eve of Tyondinaga, and 
he waaulrtoelcotedGrand Moatorof the Grand 
Urango Asaociation of Ontario Eaat, and in 
1S74 Deputy Grand Maator of the Grand 
Black Chapter of British America. Kotor- 
ing politicil life he waa elected to the Do- 
minion Parliament in 1S71, being re elected 
in 187- and alao in 187-1. He was, howoi-er, 
unaoatcd on petition, but waa once more re- 
turned, retaining bis Boat until 1878, 
when he waa beaten by the late Samuel Bur- 
dett. In politica be was a Conservative, al- 
ways heartily co-operatiDg with his ool- 
Icaguo Hon. Maokrft zle Bawell. Plain and 
unuaauming, Mr. White wielded consider- 
able influence in Eastern Ontario and among 
his brother members, by whom ho was es 
teemed as an honest, straightforward and 
enterprising man. Hia death will be very 
much deplored ontside of hia family circle, 
for he had lots of friende who had known 
bim but to like him. Hia remains will be 
sent to Ontario for interment in the family 
vault, leaving Hayward's undertaking por- 
lora at 7:.'{0 o'clock thia evening.

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NO CONTEMPT OP COURT 



In Connection With the Polo I'liintlnj; 
poslte the I)e Cosmos i'roiierty. 

The adjourned hearing of the two niotiona 
in the action of De Cotmos va. the Victoria 
& E:qulmalt Telephone Co., Ltd., camo up 
yeaterday before Mr. Juatice Dr^ko. Hon. 
A. N. Riohardc, Q C, and Mr. Aikman 
appeared for the plaintiff in support of the 
motiona ; Mr. Pooley, Q C , for the defend- 
ant company, and Mr, Eberta, Q C., for 
the corporation of the city of Victoria. The 
motions were made by the plaintiflf (air. Da 
Coamoa) for leave to lasue writa of eequestra- 
tioQ sr-qnestering the respective properties 
of the defendant company and of the cor- 
poration of tbe city of Victoria for an alleged 
contempt of court on their part in diaobey- 
ing the interim order made in the action 
until the trial thereof restraining the de- 
fendant company, its servants or agents 
from in any way disturbing or interfering 
with tbe soil of the road in front of the 
property of the plaintiff, knonn as the De 
Cosmos block, on Oovemm'ent street, for 
t be purpose . of erecting polea aimilar to 
those erected by tbe defendant company in 
other parts of the city. It was contended 
by the plaintiff that though the poles in 
question had been erected by the corpora- 
tion, they wore really BO erected for the 
benefit and for the use of the 
defendant company, and tbat anch waa 
an attempt to defeat and interfere 
with the order of tbe court referred to. 
The plaintiff offered no dlr(ct evidence of 
thia, however, whereas on tbe part of 
the defendant company and aluo the 
corporation of the city of Victoria there 
was evidence filed directly denying that 
there was any agreement or urrangumont, 
either directly or inciirectly, between the 
defend-nt :omp>\Dy and the corporation in 
reference to tho erection of the polea, it be- 
ing proved that tho polea were purchased, 
paid for and erected aolel3' by and at the ex- 
penae of tho corporation. 

Mr. Juatice Drake, after hcuriog tho ovi- 
dcnco, decided thit there hud been no breach 
of the reatroinirg order, either on tho part 
of tho defendant company or tho corporation 
of tbe city of Victoria, and disniiesod both 
motions.

NO FREE TRADE IS IT. 

It is not diliicult to see that the talk 
about "free truelo " that the Canadian 
Liberals are so fond of indulging in, in their 
moathe, really meana nothing. They are not 
free traders, or anything like free traders. 
Their leader is right when he tells them 
they must not " think" of free trade. 

The Liberals, according to their own ad- 
niieaioD, will have to dopnnd niuinly on cus- 
toms duties for a revenue. They will have 
to raise twenty odd niillioos.by means of 
Buoh duties. ' Even if the import trade of 
Canada increases in a greater ratio than it 
has increased of late years, bow are those 
twenty millioaa of duties to be raised under 
a free trade tariff? To call audi a ttiriff a 
free trade tariff ia u most egregious abuse of 
terms, 

Every intelligent Canadian knows that 
there are ch%rge8 on the revenue that are 
fixed. Those cannot be diminished. Take 
them from the general revenue and the field 
for the operations of the public economist 
will bo found to be a very narrow one in- 
deed; and when the demandu of the Liberals 
themselves are complied with it will have 
completely disappeared. 

It is not to be expected that the Liberals, 
hungry as they ace, will be satisfied with a 
niggardly Government. Thousands of them 
will think and say, " What ia the good of 
having our friends in power if they will do 
nothing for their supporters ? ' They said 
this before and they will say it again, and 
Mr. Laurier and his friends will 
not have either the will or the power 
to deny the applications of their 
supporters for the expenditure ' of 
public money in their cities and districts. 
Instead of needing less money than is now 
at the disposal of the Government they will 
require more. 

History baa a trick of repeating itself. 
What was the history of the former Liberal 
administration? Did it 'keep its expendi 
tore within its income ? It did so for one 
year. It hs.d a tariff for revenue which gave 
incidental protection to some industries, yet 
it was never after the first year able to make 
revenue and expenditure balance. Although 
it increased the taxes, deficit succeeded de- 
ficit, nntil the people were sick and tired of 
the era of deficits. Were the Liberals sat 
iafied ? They wore not. Mr. Mackenzie 
was "besieged" by applioanta whose 
demands ho could not meet. The 
pressure that was brought to bear 
upon him by his own supporters 
was simply terrible, - and very nearly 
crushed the life out of the good old man. 
How would Mr. Liurier act if he wore in a 
similar situation '.' Would ho stand to his 
guns as Mr. Miokonzie did'; He greatly 
deceives his appearance if it is in him to re 
eist his party us Mr. Mackenzie resistc:' 
. Are we then not quite justified in saying 
that the Liberal party would not be satisfied 
with a less generous expenditure than that 
of the present Government? And where is 
the Liberal Government to get the money to 
satisfy what the Liborula will consider thoir 
reasonable requirements and at the same 
time Inangnrata a policy of free trade? For 
it mast not be forgotten that Mr. Liurier 
doea not piromise (or threaten) to substitute 
direct taxation for customs duties. He can 
not afford to get a dollar less than is raised 
under the present tarlll'. He must have at 
least the present amount however 
the duties am imposed. The tar 
iff must yield his govtrnmeut 
the twenty milliona. Something, perhaps, 
may be done by paring a duty here and 
adding to a duty there, but the amount that 
the people will have to pay must be the 
same or very nearly the sime as it is now, 
or there will be a deficit, and the Liberals 
dislike an empty treasury quite as much as 
the Conservatives do. Is it not easy to see 
that when Mr. Laurier says that he must) 
for an indefinite time to come depend upon 
customs duties for a revenue, it ia simply 
folly for him to talk, or to uao his own 
word, to " think " about free trade. 

If Mr. Liurier had honestly and plainly 
said that the national policy has proved a 
failure, and that be proposed, if the people 
shouldgivehimthe po.^er, to inatitutea policy 
of free trade— to lower the duties on some 
imports and to take them entirely ofi' others, 
and to make up the deficiency thus made In 



the revenue by the imposftion of some form 
of direct taxation, ho would get credit for hia 
outspokenness and his frankness from even 
those who did not agree witfi him. In that 
case arguments in favor of free trade would 
be rolevant and to the point. If ho could 
convince the people that it would bo better 
for them to deprive the industries of the 
country of the protection they are enjoying, 
and to consent to the imposition of direct 
taxes, he would, if he anoceeded, get into 
power by fair means. But when he talks 
free trade, while in the sumo breath ho tolls 
hia hearers that his Governinonc niunt de- 
pend for support upon the revenue derived 
from oustoma duties, he is simply trying to 
delude them. A campaign conduoted on 
auch lines, no matter who conducts it, ia a 
campaign of humbug. 



A RADIOAL OBANOE. 

A great change was last year made in the 
Conatitution of the Kingdom of Belgium. 
Manhood sutlrago was then establiahed. The 
oonstiluouoy of the popular branch of the 
Legislature was iuuruaeod tenfold. The 
electorate previous to the passage of the new 
law numbered only 200,000 ; manhood auf- 
fnigo has cuuaed it to bo increased to 2,000,- 
000. Thia was a sweeping chuugo indeed, 
There ia to bo an election under the man- 
boon suUVago law next month, and groat 
changes are anticipated. Unfortunately re- 
ligion is one of the principal elements of 
the politics of Kalgiam, 

The politicians of Belgium aro not divided 
into two great parties as they uro in Great 
Britain and have been in Canada. They are 
Boparatod into groups or factions of different 
degrees of numerical strength. The chief of 
theee are the Clericals and the Liberals, 
but there are also Progressists and 
Radicals, the Socialists and a distinctive 
Labor party. In a Purliament composed of 
BO many and such diverse olomonts it may 
happen that some one of them may by hold- 
ing the balance of power attain an in- 
fluence altogether diaproportioncd to ita 
numbars. Then again, if the experience of 
France is to be taken aa a oriterion, a 
Govornuient depending for its support on 
combinations of groups can never expect to 
bo strong or to hold office for any length of 
time. 

The Sooialiats and Radicals have held 
their Congress and drawn up their plaifsrm, 
which contains among ita planks free un- 
seotarian education, separation of church 
and state, limitation of the laws of labor, 
a minimum rate of wages, univeraal suffrage 
and the referendum. The Liberate and 
Progressists have alao united. They are 
bidding for the support of the Labor party, 
bat their platform is far less radical than 
that of the Socialist alliance. The Clericals 
appear to be the Conservatives of Belgium. 
They are atrongcst in the rural districts, and 
it is predicted that they will bo the victors 
in the coming oonteat. 

The campaign in Belgium is regarded with 
intere8^ by the people of all the neighboring 
countries. They are eager to aee how man- 
hood snSicage will work and to find which 
party ia really the strongest in the country. 



A NEEDED ASSOCIATION. 

The horrible lynohingB of negroes in the 
Southern States have shocked humane per- 
sona in every civilized country. This is not 
to be wondered at, for anything more bar- 
barous than some of those lynchings have 
been it) is impossible to imagine. A colored 
lady has recently been in England giving 
the people there the particulars of the out- 
rages inflicted on the negro race in that re- 
gion by their white neighbors and fellow- 
oitizena— we oannofe write fellow-Ghriatiana. 
One of the reanlta of her mission aeema to 
have been the formation of an Anti- 
Lynch League, having for ita act- 
ive members some eminent men and 
women, among them the Archbishop of 
Canterbury, the Duke of Argyle, Sir John 
Lubbock, Justin McCarthy, Mrs, Humphry 
Ward, Lidy Henry Somerset, and the 
Counteas of Aberdeen. Several well-known 
American citizens have promised' this 
League their hearty co-operation, Aroh- 
blahop Ireland is prominent among theee, 
and the names of Archbishop Jannaena, 
Carl Sohurz, B, W. Gilder, Dr.' John Hall, 
Bourke Cookran, and many others are men- 
tioned. 

Some Americana seem to regard it as an 

impertinence that British subjects should 
undertake a work f f huniiuiily in llio United 
States when those against whoso bar- 
barity and injustice they protest are 
oitizsns of the Great Republic. These people 
do not themaalvea take a single step towards 
freeing the people o< the United States 
from vi-hat thoy cannot but see is a deep re- 
proach, but thoy are indignant when for- 
eigners try to bring them to a sense of the 
barbarity of the outrages that their follow 
oitlzens are committing, not merely against 
their own nation, but against oivilization 
and humanity. The crueltiea inflicted on 
colored men and women merely auapected of 
orimo, would bo regarded ae abominable if 
they took place in Central Africa and wore 
coDimitted by unoivllized heathens. It ia 
not creditable to the American people that 
anti-lynoh aooietiea have not long ere tbia 
been formed in every State of the Union, and 
that the outhoritioa in tho Southern 
and olhor Stutca havo not been compollod 
by the force of public opinion to put down 
lynching with a strong hand. It is a moat 
perverse kind of national pride which takes 
offence at the attempt of men and women of 
another nation, by moral and philanthropic 
moans, to do away with praotioea which no 
person of even common humanity can think 
of without ahuddering. 

It appoaru that tho Governors of aomo 
of tho Southern States have expreaacd 
themselveB advarae to the eS'orta of the 
membera of tlie anti-lynch aooiety to' effect 
the greatly needed reform, Governor Till- 
man, of South Carolina, the man who is re- 
garded as a temperance crank, is the only 
one of the Southern Governors who has 



promised the League his co-operation. We 
aro not greatly surprised at the hostility 
displayed by the majority of the Southern 
Governors, for if they had done their duty 
as enforcers and upholders of the law faith- 
fully and energotioally, lynching would not 
have attained tho dimensioaa to which it 
has grown. This and other praoticaa which 
are\a diagraon to the Uuilcd Slates, and 
whtdh have brought popular government 
into diarepute everywhere, owe their origin 
and their growth to the slacknesa and tho 
want uf moral couri<ge, and perhaps physi- 
cal courage, of Governors and pthera in 
authority, " < 

ZIOHTZNO BIT OONTSAOT. 

The corporation of Toronto lately o^Ued 
for tenders to supply the city with electric 
lights. As many as 1,300 lights were needed. 
The price for each light per year under tho 
contract then expiring was 5108 5H. Thia 
rate for the l,IiOO lights would make the coat 
of lighting the city §1-11,000. The loweat 
tender put in the other day was $74 82 per 
light per annum. The diffsi^ence between 
the new rate and the old ia surprising. Tho 
cost of lighting ihe olty under the new ten 
dcr will bo about §07,000, making a saving 
of 811,000 a year in the item of lighting 
alone, , 

The data whioh thia Toronto contract 
furniabea will enable the oltizeinaof Viotoriu 
to form an intelligent opinion of 
what ought te be the cost of 
lighting their city. It thoy have 
to piiy aa nnuh ua $7.T a light of 
tho same candlo poiv(ir aa tho Toronto lighta 
thoy will be paying too much fur the aorvico. 
If they get the city lighted, after making u 
proper allowance for contractors' profits, for 
less they may congratulate themaelvoa on 
having made a good bargain. The city 
ought to bo able to do its own lighting 
cheaper than it can be done by coutraot. 
Contrautors figure upon getting a handsome 
profit. If the profit of the Toronto con- 
tractors is say ten per oent., this city ought 
to get Ita lights, other things being equal, 
for $67 34 a light per annum. ' ' 

ORGANIZE. 

Wo are much pleased to see that stops aro 
being taken to organize a Liberal-Conserva- 
tive Association in thia city. Such an Asso- 
oiation can be very useful in many ways. 
In fact, very little can be done in the way of 
atrengthening a party and farthering its in- 
terests without organization, 

Tho subject immediately to be coneldered 
by the Liberal Conservative party in this 
city and elsewhere throughout the Province 
is the registering of the names of voters. 
This is a matter that muat be carefully at- 
tended to, and it should be the business of 
the Aaaociation when it gets to work, which 
wo hopo will bo aoon, to aeo that tho name 
of every Llberal-Conaervative voter In the 
city, and in fact the whole laland, ia on the 
list. No one knowa when the general sleo- 
tion is to take place, so it is only prudent to 
be prepared for it let it come off when it 
may. Liberal-Conservatives should always 
bear in mind that it is the best orgauizad 
party which is moat likely to auccced.

Amocgab tho Liberal-Conservatives of 
Victoria there has for some time been a feel 
ing that in view cf tho revision of tho 
Dominion voters' Hat and tho probabla noor 
neas of a general eltctior, there should be 
bomo organi:-;s»tion of tho party. During the 
last day or two steps have baon taken 
looking to the formation of an aesooiation, 
and with this end in view it is prppoeed to 
oill a meeting of Conservitivea for eome 
evening this week— probably Friday. Mean- 
time a proviaioual committee of arrange- 
monta ia being formed, so that when tho 
meeting takes plaoe no time need be loat in 
preparing for the important work whloh has 
to be done. 

It may be mentioned that tho revision of 
the Dominion voters' list ia now being made, 
and will be completed by the 15th of next 
montli. The time is very short, eapcoially 
when it ia considered that there 
are many young- men •— oompsratlvcly 
newcomers to the province— whose names 
are not now on the list, bixb who 
are entitled to vote. It ia intended when 
the association ia formed to appolaban ener- 
geilo committee to make a thorough oanvusa 
so ns to gst all tho namea on the raylsed 
list. Not a few persona make' the mistake 
of confounding the Provincial llata with 
thoao of the Dominion. They are q.ulte 
separate, and such persons may find them- 
solves left out when election day comes.

The boys 
entered tho naval training ship at the same 
time and havo been fast friends ever since. 
An iEcjuiry into the circumstancea connected 
with ttie accident was hold on the ahip, and 
steps were taken with a view to prevent a 
repetition of the oarelessness by which the 
loaded gnn was bronghb aboard.

He advised Chcietian's not 
to stand shivering in tho valley of indecision 
and of introspection, mourning over thoir 
sins and their past life, but to look up and 
proceed to tho stronghold on the mountain 
side, wlif re they would find the fountain of 
all Christian life — Jesus Christ.

The religion of Jobub Christ 
was a (Practical everyday religion, and did 
not conbist in a mere selfish contampUition of 
our own failures and weaknesaea, however 
nooesaary self examination may bo 
at times, but it consisted in an outgiving 
of life and help to others, and when 
Chrisiians turn to tho stroughold iiway 
from tho valley, the views of rho broader 
Chriaiian activitea which will present them- 
selves, will compel them to forget tho past 
and engage in the work of tho M ister, to 
their own present advantage and to tho 
good of others. Working for the good of 
othera develops tho true Christian character. 
In tho evonini.' ho took for hia subject : 
Proverbs 2."!, 21$, " Buy the truth and soli it 
not. " He referred to the search for truth, 
that man has always been seeking. Ho de- 
fined truth to be iho rovplation that God 
has made of himself in nature, in conscience, 
in the Bible, and in tho person of Jesus 
Christ. The preachsr then showed tho 
idea of the text to bs that of exchange, that 
the effort or struggle and the false riohes of 
thia world must be exchanged to buy tho 
truth. He cautioned Chriatlana ag&lnat 
selling tho truth, and showod tbab lo pro 
serve it, they should kepp the day of God 
to examine the Book if God, and to fre- 
quent the bouse of God, all these, being use- 
tul means. The sermon waa tn every way 
a prsosioal and useful one.

Indiana to whom ita use may be said to 

come Duturally." 

" Ic tiikea ft lot of praotica to handle a 
spear properly," s>ya one of tho rolurned 
aealera, " but in two or threa ae*ionH you 
will see plenty of white men just an 
good apear-huntera aa tho IndUna. I 
thinic on tho whole that the spear 
ia really Iwtter than the gnn in Bohring 
lea. For one thini; it does not frighten 
the seal, and the abaen'oe of noise 
ie a great advantage. Take for inataooe the 
oatoboB mado by the aohoonera tbU year, 
and you can see they have no oauae to com- 
plain. No vessels were allowed In Behring 
BFft tin August 1, and yot in a month tho 
Walter L. Rich picked up 1,750 eeala, the 
Borealis 1,149, and the Triumph ia now 
credited with no leaa than 2,400— all oiuebt 
in tho one month. The Favorite had 1,247 
w hen Ik r cruise was nub short by her being 
ordered hoire ; if she had been allowed to 
stay her catch, too, would almost oE a cur- 
taintv hiiVB been v- big one." 

Just after a spell of rough weather, when 
the nun cornea out again and warnia things 
up comfortably, is the best time for hunting. 
Then the seals like to lie aaleep on tho 
water, L-uaking in the eun, sometimea two or 
three in a bunoh, but usunUy pretty well 
Boattorod. Then the boats are sent) away 
from the achooner in pursuit. In tho bow 
stands iho hunter with nia epear. Tho han- 
dle is about twelve or fourteen feet; long ; 
at one end ic is pronged ao ivs lo 
give two points for tho bribed hnrpoonc, 
Some hunters have three poiuia or oven 
more fixrd along the side of the hundlo. 
Ttieae harpoon points are detachable froni 
the apear handle, each one having a atroni? 
line made fast to it. When tho bjat gota 
within throwing distance the hunter poises 
hia apear in both hands and launches it at 
the aWoing leal ao as to strike it if possible 
just a litUe tmdeC water. A good apoaraman 
can throw hts weapon as fur as 25 yarda— 
thirty' yards being abont the limit>, ^Vhen 
a seal is straok it is hauled alongside the 
boat, a sort of gaff is throat under ita chin 
and a good blow on the head with a atout 
club aettles it before it ia hauled aboard. 
Should other seal be close round, however, 
the attempt ia not made to haul in the Srst 
aeal struck, for fear of makirg too much 
noiae ; in this way Bometinjoa two or throe 
can be aecured quite cloae together. 

The white huntera used boats thb year, 
and for that roaton, explained another 
sealer apoken to, the Indiana had tho ad- 
vantage over them, the Indian canoes be- 
ing noleelesa, while the rowing of a boat 
will often disturb the alecping aeaU Some- 
timea the aeal ciptured are not ({ulte killed 
by clubbini; on the head, and the Indiana 
atiok them with a knife to prevent the 
Tjpculisr gasninp sound they make, disturb- 
ing the roat of the herd. 

Another reason given in favor of spearing, 
i) that fewer seals are wounded, and loat 
than by shooting. The barb of the spear 
usually holda if the seal is struck, and if one 
escapes it must be so slightly wounded that 
it recovers all right. Not so with a gun. 
Sometimes in that ease a badly wounded 
aeal escapes only to die, and its akin is lost 
lo tho hunter. Another man, who basi 
hunted both with gun and spear, expreeacd 
himaell aa quite aatiefied with hia bucccbb 
with iho latter weapon, and considered it 
better than tho gun for Uohrirg sea. He 
la going lo use u canoe next aeison. 

That E. B. Marvin & Co. 'a achooner 
Triumph will be top liner cf the aealing 
fleet this year seems now beyond a doubt. 
By the retnrn of the sealer Borealis yester- 
day afcrrnnon, the news was reoetved that 
she had 2,400 >kins on September 4 Add- 
ing this number to her Coast oatoh of 1,300 
odd, gives her one if tbe largest ever ob- 
tained, at '1 c(>rtainly the best ainoe the new 
regulatirni for the protection of seal life 
have been enacted. The report that Jl*lc 
John Graham of the Triumph had been de- 
prived of hia sight by an accider t on hoard 
ia contradicted by the Jiorealia ; tho unfor- 
tunate man was not/ the niite but a eenmim 
named Gullucbcr, one of whose eyca tho sur- 
geon tf tho U S S. Mohican has every hope 
of oaving. Tho signal cannon wns being 
hoisted up to fire a return to tho hunters, 
when Gallagher's foot beoamo entangled in 
the trigger spring, tho weapon being dia- 
chargod and iho powder and wad atriliing 
full in his face. The aamo day the Triumph 
was apoken, tlio Ainoka reported l,200skinj, 
Both, Captain Meyers of the Borealia be- 
liovee, will remain in tho sea for eomo time 
yet. Tho Borealia herself haa a catch of 
1,1-19 skins or 1,449 for tho aeaaon. Her 
mate and part owner, Adolf Wasaberg, ia 
Buli'dring from a aovoro attack of erysipolai 
and will no doubt ho obliged to enter tho 
hoapital. Ua the way home Captain Meyera 
picked up a pleoe of bulwarka belonginc to 
some large vessel, about half way between 
where the whaling veasel founded some 
months ago on the Alaskan coast and the 
Pribyloff Islandfl. It bore no name or mark 
of identification and though aignificant of 
trouble of aome kind, does not neoesaarily 
evidence a wreok. Much wreokage how 
ever waa aighted about sixty-five miles S, 
\V. by SV. of the Pribyloff islands. Captain 
Meyera saw the wreckiigo through hie glaasoa 
at a coneidornblo diatanoo and could make 
cut distinctly porta of a dock appearlrg 
above tho aiirfuco of tho water. VVholh 
tho lost voBBol Wiis a Bcalor, a whaler or aoiiio 
even larger craft, Ciptain Meyers cannot 
aiy ; ho waa in a hurry homo and did not 
ttkko time to investigate, Tho lioroalis had 
a fairly good cruise, meeting with no aoci- 
dents whatever.

GOLD. 



To TUX EniTOii :— Notwithstanding your 
ediionul of yesterday pointing out tho in- 
crefcs.d unnuul oulpiit of gold, I fear " tho 
people nf iho Uuiitd Stulea and tdaewhero 
will Bti'.l bo almoat, fruul io and will overy- 
whtre be rxoluiming that gold is becoming 
t'joaoaroe." 

The experiei OS of history teaohea u a that 
Iheae large outputs of gold are spasmodic, 
and that although rich sold fields are now 
and then discovered (hey become exhanet- 
ed. Until qnite recently the annnal aupply 
of gold baa been dec^aileg for many years, 
wbilo the demand has been enormously in- 
creased. Competent judges aver — and there 
is every reason to believe correctly —that 
nearly the whole of the annual output of 
gold ia absorbed in the arts and aoiencsa, 
and does not add to any appreciable extent 
to nur atock of coin. 

VA'o must remember that one of the prin- 
cipal reaaona that; gold luid ailver are select- 
ed as inedia of cxcbiingo, or money, ia 
that they poaeiaa tho iinportaiit properly of 
approxiniato indcBtruolibility. Therefore 
for many hundreda of years p^at tiio annual 
product of gold and ailver coin has been add- 
ed to the main atooka of those moneya, 
until they have asBumed o:ioi mous proper- 
tiona. 

It WBB QBtimatod that in the memorable 
monetary year IHT.'i tho atock of p"I(l coin 
in tha world amounted to about £700,000,- 
000, and that the ailver coin reached approx- 
imately the eamo amount, thus making the 
nietallio money in the world £1,400,000,000 
in 1873. No peraon can protend that at 
that period there waa too much money in 
circulntion ; but on the contrary, the best 
authorities assert that had there been many 
millions more it would have been greatly for 
the benefit/ of enterprise and commerce. 
Bat the Increase of population and Increaaed 
facilities for commuaioation on the one aide, 
largely augmented the demand for money in 
1894 aK compared with 1873, while on the 
other hand the demonetlzition of silver by 
moat of the leading natioua of the world has 
greatly reduced the supply. Therefore if 
there was not too mnoh money in circulation 
in 1873 there must be an alarming shortage 
of money in 1894 I 

In 1873 we have seen that the omonnt of 
gold and silver oin waa approximately £1,- 
400,000,000. We may nasumo that the de 
monotiz»tion of silver in certain countries 
has reduc.'id that amount cf money by, say, 
£400,000,000, while the annual incrementa 
of cola may have increased it by £150,000, 
000. Tbia would leave ua a stock of coin in 
1894 of £1.150.000,000. 

The very large increase in the output of 
gold for 1893, to which you allude in your 
editorial, amounting to £32,000,000, will be 
most of it QODBumed lor the arts and sciences, 
but if we take 25 por cent, of it for coinage 
wo sliail be muking a liberal allowance. 
This would pive an addition of £8.000,000 
to tbe world's atock of money — of £1,150, 
000,000 — which would hardly be equivalent 
to giving a toaepoonful of water to a man 
dying of thirat. 

But our BtccU of money is so lamentably 
deQcient lliafc any incroato to it ia to bo wel- 
comed, and it ia inoat fervently to bo desired 
that tlie increased annual output of gold 
may continue. 

Money ia the prinoipil distributor of 
wealth. A man A by his labor produces 

mmoditieB wiifob X and Y demand, ar c 
X sndY by their labor prodooa commodi 
ties wbioh B demands, and so on, but the 
oxohanga of these commodities cannot take 
place without the medium of exchange, or 
money. It ia iho lubricitorof tho wheels 

01 coinraerce. By iho dunnnetiz ition of 
ailvor wo have created a difieieucy in the 
arnouub of the lubricator and const quently 
commerce and enterprise move wich difli

Three Families Boused From Sleep to 
Find ThPir Homes lu a 
Blaze. 

Luckllv ^'o One Is Injured— The In- 
buranco Covers the Loss 
of Property. 

About midnight on Sunday the three- 
room one-atory wooden house owned .and 
onoupied by E. Harris, a plasterer, on'Mllce 
atrcet, caught Ore owing to a defective 
chimney. The children aleoping in tho back 
room wore wakened by tho glaro thrown in 
their faces and their aorcama woke their 
parents. All the family got out safely 
and a little of the furniture was eaved. 
Some delay waa oauaed In turning in an 
alarm as the man who ran to the Spring 
BIdge box did not know enough to pull 
down tbe handle to start the alarm. Tho 
department got word by telephone howc 
and hurried (o the scene. In the meantime 
a similar house next door on the east side, 
also owned by Mr. Harris, oaughl. firo. It 
was rcoupied by J. Wuetman, who got all 
hia effects out with aome breakages. Before 
ho birigade arrived on the spot the file had 
poad to a two-story, brick veneer 
houao on tho west side o£ Harris' houae 
and tbe shingled roof waa well ablaze, 
The nnighbora worked like heavera saving 
furniture, and finally two etreama from tho 
steamer were playing on tho fire, which was 
quickly subdued. Tlie roof and upper atory 
of Kobinaon'a hoiiao were gutted, but the 
walls wore unirji.rod. It waa lucky that 
there was little wind, for if It had l)een 
blowing from tho west a number of cottages 
would nave in all probability been burned, 
as tho distance from the nearest firo station 
is 80 great that it took a long time for the 
firemen to get to the firo. The loaa on I^ob- 
incon'a house is covered by the insuianco of 
$700 on the building. He had also 5,'iOO on 
the furnituro, which was all saved. Harris 
had S50() ineuranoo on his two small houses 
and S500 on tho contents, which included 
four canoes stored in the roof. Hia 1od8_ ia 
practically covered. Wcetman had no io 
euranco on his furniture, which was saved, 
however. Tho total inRuranao is §2,000 and 
the loss ia estimated at $1 700.

A By-Law to Enable the Corporation of 
tho City of Victoria to raise the sum 
of -?150,006 for Water Wcrks Pur- 
poses. 

Whoreaa it is expedient and nocnasary to 
raise a sum of money for extending and im- 
proving tho aupply of water of tho water works 
of the City of Victoria to tho inhabitants 
thereof, and tor that purpoao to raise by way 
of loan upon the credit ol the said dty tbo sum 
ot 91SO.0OO; 

And whereas It will requiro tho Bum of 
87,731 to bo raised annually by ratofor tho pay- 
ment ef the new debt and interest; 

And whereas tho whole ratable land and 
improvements or real properly ot the said cor 
poration of tho City of Victoria, according to 
tho last revised aasoBsment roll tor the year 
18!M, la $15,550,370.00; 

And whereas It will require an annual rate 
ot one half ot one mill In the dollar for paying 
such new dobt and Intereat ; 

And whereas this By-law nliall not bo altered 
or repealed except with tho consent bf tbo 
lileutenant-Governot-in Oouncll. 

Be It thereforo enacted by the Municipal 
Council ot tbe corporation ot the City of Vic- 
toria, aa followa : 

Seo. 1. Itahall bo lawful tor the Mayor of tho 
corporation ot the City ot Victoria to borrow 
upon tho credit of tho said Corporation by way 

of tho dobonturea horolnaf tor mentioned from 
any person or persons, body or bodies corpor 
ato, who may bo willing to advance tho samo 
as a loan, a sum of money not exceeding in tha 
whole the eum of $150,000 currency (or sterling 
money, at tho rate of 1.80 2-3 dollars to tho ono 
pound Btcrling), and to cause all auma so raiacd 
or received to bo paid into Uio handa of 
tbo Treasurer of the said Corporation, tor tho 
purpose and^rlth tbe object hereinbefore re 
cited. 1 

See. 2. It shall bo lawful for tho aald Mayor 
to cause any number of dobcnturoa to bo made, 
executed and lasued for such auma as may bo 
requifcd. not exceeding, however, Uie auni of 
§150,000, oilher In currency (or sterling money 
nt tho rate of 1.8C 2-3 dollars to tho ono pound 
sterling) as may be reiiulred, each of tfco said 
debenlurcB being of the amount of $1,000 or ita 
sterling equivalent at tho rate aforesaid, and 
all such debentures ahoU bo sealed with the 
seal of the Corporation and signed by tho 
Mayor thereof. 

Sec. 3. Tho said debentures shall boar date 
tho lat day of October, 1891, and shall bo mado 
payable in IKty yoaia from tho sild date at 
such place, either in Great Britain, tho United 
Statca of America, or tho Dominion of Canada, 
as may bo doaignatod thereon, and aliall have 
attached to them coupons for the payment of 
interest, and tbo algnaturos to tho interest 
coupons may be either mitten, stamped, 
printed or lithographed. 

Sod. 1. Tho aald dobonturea shall boar In- 
terest at tho rale of i\ por cent, por annum 
from tho dnto thereof, which Interest shall bo 
payable half yearly, at such place, either in 
Groat Britain, tho United States of America, 
or the Dominion cf Canada, as may bo ex- 
pressed In tho dobonturea and coupons.

WHY THE EXPEDITION FAILED- 

-Charije That tUo ''Jllriinda" Excursion to 
(ireenlrtuil Was Utterly MisiimmiKed. 

Cleveland, Sept. 23, — Ex-Mayor Gord- 
aer, who was a member of the Cook Green- 
land excursion party, returned to-day. Ho 

says the afTiir was misrepresented and mia- 
managsd in every particular by Dr, Cook. 
The Miranda had arrived fn.New York har- 
bor with a load of coffee from South Amer« 
ica only throo days before she sailed for 
Greenland, and was entirely unfit to make 
the trip. The captain protested vigorously 
against taking the vessel North, but to no 
purpoao. Mr. Gardner charged Dr. Cook 
with sending out alluring circulars when 
getting up the party, which proved to be 
most deceiving, and that the excursion was 
simply run for pecuniary benetit to tho pro- 
moter. " Twice," said Gardner, " we 
bought provisiooB for onraelves and as every 
one knows, the trip was to- inolnde every- 
thing " 

Bifore the transfer of tho pasBongers from 
the Miranda to tho Rigel, Dr. Cook told 
each man thac absolutely nothing but what 
was necessary in the way of clotniog would 
be allowed on the schooner, and at the same 
time secretly convoyed to the Rigel his own 
property, including a stock of liquors and 
cigars, which he sold to the paasengera on 
the trip at ridiculously high prices. Cook's 
sole idea from boRinning to end wae profit. 
When we reactied a port he inaiated on bo- 
ing the first man ofif the boat, ao that ho 
could buy everything cf value from tho na- 
tives. He bartered and haggled and made 
money and that is all he did do. I do not 
believe that Prof. Wright over said the crew 
of the Miranda was drunk moat of the time. 
I never honored or respected a man more 
than I do Capt. Farrell, and bis men were, 
most of them, perfect in their behavior." 
SL'he entire story, as related by Mr. Gjtrd- 
ner, shows Dr. Cook in the light of being a 
merchant for as large a profit as possible, 
and that in his greed for money he risked 
health and moat valuable property. 



WOOL AND SILK SALES. 

Demand for the Former Broadening— A Sur- 
prlBlner Demand' for SiUu. . 

LoNSOK, Sept. 23. — At the wool sales the 
demand was broadening. Croasbreda were 
in keen demand for the continent and York- 
shire at extreme prices, America 
took some greasy merino combings at 
above tho market price.
